in Oakland. 

The City Council of Oakland has 
sustained the Mayor’s veto of the gar- 
bage ordinance. 

The Merchants’ Association of San 
Francisco has petitioned the Supervis-: 
ors for better lights and streets. 

There is a great increase this year in 
the enrollment of 3hildren in the Oak- 
land schools over that of last year. 

The farmers of northern Sonoma 
are making an attempt to secure the 
establishment of a beet sugar factory. 

The public schools of Berkeley have 
opened with the largest enrollment on 
i record. The total number of pupils 
was 2,082. 

Richard Winter Martin, son of .7. 
West Martin, accidentally took an 
overdose of laudanum, at Livermore 
and died. 

Manuel Cheavez, murderer of his 
j mistress at Senator, has been sentenced 
to be hanged by Judga Torrence of 
the San Diego courts. 

George H. Willey and Miss Rosa 
Range of Santa Monica were married 
on the high seas off Redondo. The 
bride’s parents objected. 

The Stato Board of Equalization has 
completed the work of fixing the rail- 
road assessments. The total valuation 
is $262,921 over last year. 

Three clubs have been organized in , 
San Francisco to arrange prize lights, j 
They will attempt to keep all other 
clubs out of the business. 

Fifty-one hundred tons of wheat 
will soon leave San Diego harbor on 
the ships City of Athens and Sardo- 
mene. Both are British vessels. 

The City Council of Oakland is con¬ 
sidering a proposition to tax bicycles 
and utilize the money thus raised, in 
tha construction of bicycle paths. 

Senator Cannon of Utah and ox-Sen- 
ator Dubois of Idaho, are on the way 
to Japan to study the financial and 
industrial conditions of that oountry. 

: Santa Monica has voted to bond the 
town for |40,000 to build and complete 
a sewer system. The vot« was 360 for 
and 7 against, carrying the necessary 
two-thirds by over 100 votes. 

While standing on the San Mateo 
depot platform, waiting for the train 
for San Francico, Alvinza Hayward, 
the mining magnate, narrowly escaped 
being run over by the southbound 
train. 

Elbert Partee, an 11-year-old boy of 
Fresno, shot and instantly killed 
Richard Griffin, who had invaded the 
Parteo home and viciously attacked 
Mrs. Carrie Partee, the boys mother.

The highbinders of Chinatown in San 
Francisco have issued proclamations 
warning twelve persons: “Your 
j dying day is surely at hand.’’ This, 
means that unless vigilant watch is 
kept there will be a number of mur¬ 
ders. 

The United States Mint has re¬ 
opened for the first time since .June; 
15th,aud Frank A. Leach has assumed j 
his new duties as Superintendent. 
Several Klondyke miners appeared the 
first day, with dust and nuggets in 
buckskin pouches and stout sacks of 
canvas. 

The Valley road is strictly up to 
date. It has established Klondyke 
station. It is located midway be¬ 
tween Miller aud Lankersbiin, in Ma¬ 
dera county. It is at Klondyke that < 
the company gets the red gravel which 
it uses for walks aud driveways about 
\ its buildings. 

There is a boom in Lima and white 
beans in Ventura. One hundred thou¬ 
sand sacks have changed hands since 
July 30th, J. K. Armsby of Chicago 
took 40,000 sacks, the last of the old 
crop.

The passenger train on the Valley 
road has made a fast tTip from Stock- 
ton.

' traces of Nash. He was last seen June 
23d. 

The deadly small boy got in his 
work on a Kingman business man 
named Taggart a few days ago. With 
great expense,care and labor a six-inch 
well had been bored 1261 feet deep. 
Pending the putting in of a pump the 
small boys enjoyed themselves dropping 
tomato cans down the well. Now 
Taggart has the promise of two weeks’ 
active sport fishing out till cans with a 
spear 100 feet long. 

G. B. Reynolds of the Pacific Im¬ 
provement Company, accompanied by 
Messrs. Garvey and Stanton of Crown 
Point New York, arrived nn Solomon- 
ville recently, and proceeded at once 
to the coal camp nine miles above 
Solomonville.

TAKING EARTH'S MEASURE. 

Monument Which Marks the Largest 
Arc of the Circle. 

The country bet ween the Danube and 
the Arctic ocean was early appreciated 
by scientists ns offering particular ad¬ 
vantages for the measurement of a 
large are of the earth’s surface, and 
this project lias been carried out by 
continuing the arc so as to join sev¬ 
eral other projected and subsequent 
measurements. The northern terminus 
of this Immense act—the largest yet 
measured- is -5 degrees lit minutes— 
is at llammerfes't. in Norway, tlie 
most northerly town in the world, and 
is marked by a monument. The in¬ 
scription on the monument, in Latin 
and Norwegian, reads as follows: "The 
northern termination of the are of 
meridian of degrees “0 minutes from 
the Arctic ocean to the river Danube, 
through Norway, Sweden and Russia, 
which, according to the orders of his 
majesty King Oscar 1. and the Em¬ 
perors Alexander I. and Nicholas I. 
aud by uninterrupted labors from 181(5 
to 18.11!, was measured by tlie geome¬ 
ters of the three nations.” 

The southern termination at Staro- 
Nekrassowka, latitude 41 degrees 20 
minutes 20.S seconds, is marked by a 
truncated pyramid of east-iron, resting 
on a cube of seven feet side, bearing 
an inscription almost identical with 
tlmt of the Hammerfest monument. In 
measuring a great are u base line of 
several miles is first accurately meas¬ 
ured within an inch, aud from this, by 
means of triangulation, another line is 
measured, which forms the base for a 
new triangle, so that the configuration 
of the country Is important. As Struve, 
j who had charge of this survey, point- 
I isl out, nature presents no obstacle to 
the southern extension of the great arc 
by another 12 degrees, and more re¬ 
cently Dr. Gill has looked forward to 
its connection with the South African 
! survey, which has just been completed, 
i Dr. Gill considers that the South Af- 
j riean triangulation might lie extended 
| to the mouth of the Nile, and then, by 
1 an additional network of triangles 
I along the coast* of the Levant and 
: through Greece, the junction with 
j Sturve’s meridian could be made so as 
to produce a stupendous arc of 101 de¬ 
grees. Many years must elapse before 
; such an enormous undertaking can be 
completed, but its importance as a con¬ 
tribution to exact geodesy cannot be 
overestimated.—London Nature. 

Weighing an Elephant. 

j An Indian writer relates an interest- 
; ing anecdote concerning Shahjee, the 


father of the first ruling prince of Mah- 
rattas of Hindustan, who lived at 
about the beginning of the seventeenth 
century. On one occasion a certain 
high official made a vow that he would 
distribute to the poor the weight of his 
own elephant ln silver money, but the 
great difficulty that at first presented 
Itself was the mode of ascertaining 
what this weight really was, and all 
the learned and clever men of the court 
seem to have endeavored In vain to 
construct a machine of sufficient power 
to weigh the elephant. At length it is 
said that Shahjee came forward and 
suggested a plan which was simple and 
yet ingenious iu the highest degree. He 
caused the unwieldy animal to be con¬ 
ducted along a stage, especially made 
for the purpose by the waterside, into 
a flat bottom boat, and then, having 
marked on the boat the height to which 
the water reached after the elephant 
had weighed it down, the latter was 
taken out, and stones were substituted 
In sufficient quantity to load the boat 
to the same line. The stones were then 
taken to the scales, and thus, to the 
amazement of the court, was ascer¬ 
tained the true weight of the elephant.

The Surprising Images That Sometimes 
Show After a 1'late Is Developed. 

It is no uncommon experience to film 
upon new plates certain images for 
which there seems no possible explana¬ 
tion, their startling and unaccountable 
appearance being “wropt in niistr.v, ” 
causing astonishment not unmixed with 
uncanny feeling. A gentleman made 
an exposure upon tlie interior of a 
friend’s house. He was doubtful of the 
time and proceeded to develop for un¬ 
der exposure. To his great surprise the 
plate developed quickly, and to Ins 
greater surprise the image was an in¬ 
terior quite different from that upon 
which lie had exposed. The plate was 
from a fresh box and could not possibly 
have had a previous exposure. 

Another instance of the kind, having 
quite a sensational and tragic ending, 
is on record, exposure was made 
upon a view having a river in the fore¬ 
ground. The photographer, while de¬ 
veloping this peculiar plate, was per¬ 
fectly astounded by an appearance 
which lie had not seen while taking the 
photograph, and for which he could in 
no way account. On completing the 
development there was plainly reveal¬ 
ed in the foreground of the picture the 
figure of a woman, apparently floating 
upright in the water. Not many weeks 
after, to complete the mystery, the body 
of a woman was fftuud in tlie river at 
the exact spot where the photograph 
had been taken. 

Again, not long since, the daily pa¬ 
pers were agitated over the account of 
a traveling photographer who, upon 
making an exposure upon the exterior 
of a reputed haunted house, discovered 
at one of the windows a portrait of the 
murdered man through whom the 
house had gained its evil name. In an¬ 
other case three distinct images, having 
no connection one with the other, wire 
impressed upon a single film. The plate 
was exposed upon a garden in the even¬ 
ing—nothing remarkable being seen— 
but when placed in the developer a 
man’s hat of old fashioned shape, a 
child’s dress and a dog were distrib¬ 
uted over the image of the garden. 

Such mysterious images were more 
common in the days of wet plates than 
now. A few years hack Professor Bui- 
ton investigated the matter. Upon trac¬ 
ing back the history of the glass he 
found that it had been used for other 
films, and that the images which ap¬ 
peared undoubtedly arose from the re¬ 
mains of previous images. The old 
glass was thus proved to be the source 
of the ghosts; it only deepened the sci¬ 
entific mystery, while it cleared aw ay 
the supernatural. The glass traced by 
Burton had been washed for some 
weeks, immersed in strong nitric acid, 
and every means taken to insure chem¬ 
ical cleanliness, yet in spite of all this 
enough energy remained latent to form 
a developable image upon the new film, 
whether by chemical or physical force 
remains to be discovered. A complete 
solution of the difficulty would prob¬ 
ably throw considerable light upon the 
nature of the photographic images iu 
general. At least, it seems to indicate 
that light is not absolutely essential in 
the formation of latent images in a 
sensitive film.—American Journal of 
Photography.

1’hotograpliM by Sugar Light. 

A scientist has discovered that light 
may bo produced from sugar. He lias 
succeeded in taking several photographs 
by the light supplied by sugar only. 
The sugar was first exposed to a direct 
sunlight for two hours and then placed 
iu a dark room. Immediately on being 
placed in the darkness the sunlight 
stored in the sugar begun to glow, faint 
ly at first, but quite brightly after a few 
minutes. After about 20 minutes, dur¬ 
ing which time the photographs wire 
taken, the light begun to die away and 
gradually went out. The photographs 
takcu by sugar light are quite distinct, 
though not as clear as an ordinary pho¬ 
tograph. The scientist who made this 
discovery declares that by exposing a 
suck of sugar to strong sunlight for two 
hours enough light could he procured 
from it to illumine a small house lor 
the same period.—London Tit-Bits.

Mrs. Roberts says: 

Gasan was the name of a little Mon¬ 
gol Tartar who flourished in the early 
part of the thirteenth century. 

He was born in the eastern part of 
Asia, not far from the ancient city of 
Karakorum. His parents belonged to 
one of the barbarian hordes that owed 
allegiance to Genghis Khan, and Gasan 
became a fierce though small warrior 
aud fought bravely under the banner of 
the great and mighty Mongol eonquoror. 

The exact height of this little dwarf 
is unknown. Ho was certainly not over 
three feet tall, but he was active and 
muscular and, like all his race, could 
endure hunger, thirst, fatigue and cold. 

The Tartars were unexcelled iu tho 
management of their beautiful horses. 
Tbe fleetest animals were trained to 
stop short in full career, and to face

Yet, there is such a 
thing, and. during the season, travel¬ 
ers who desire to make the journey 
from Jerusalem to the neighborhood 
where Lot lost his wife may do so with 
as little discomfort ns the climate, the 
bad roads and the horseback traveling 
will permit. 

The tourist who wishes to “take in” 
the Dead Sea ns one of the sights of 
Palestine will be roused at his hotel in 
the City of David before 5 o'clock in 
the morning, and will tiud his drago¬ 
man waiting at the door with as many 
of the small Syrian horses as may be 
needed for the party that proposes to 
make the journey. It is very seldom 
that a tourist goes alone, for traveling 
in the East is expensive, and an excur¬ 
sion of this kind would cost three or 
four travelers much less in proportion 
than it would cost one. Mounting at 
the hotel door, the party goes rattling 
along the narrow streets of Jerusalem.

The tomb Is a Mohamme¬ 
dan mosque on the site of a Christian 
monastery that dated from the days 
of the Crusades. It Is not an imposing 
structure, low. flat and without archi¬ 
tectural pretensions, but enjoys great 
repute in the world of Islam as a 
shrine of unusual sanctity. The fact 
flint the restl grave of Moses was un¬ 
known even to the Jews of his own day 
cuts no figure in this case, for, during 
tiie age of the Crusades, miracles were 
common, and when the desirability of 
a shrine became manifest it was an 
easy matter to make a miraculous dis¬ 
covery of the grave, the location of 
which was so revealed to ajnpujt In a 
dream, the monastery established, and 
afterward appropriated by the Turks. 

The plains of Jericho are the private 
property of thf* Sultan; are tilled for 
his benefit by the local peasantry, and 
are kept free from grasshoppers by a 
primitive and thoroughly oriental 
method. When tiie storks make their 
first appearance in tiie spring, tiie in¬ 
habitants know that the grasshoppers 
will not lie long in coming, and the lo¬ 
cal supervisor sends word to the Paslm 
in Jerusalem that the ’hopper crop is 
nearly ready. As soon as the 1’aslia 
feels equal to the necessary exertio.i 
he sends word to tiie men of the vil¬ 
lages nearest to the Jordan to hold 
themselves in readiness to protect the 
Sultan’s crops.

The device consists of a gigantic 
wheel 200 feet in height, and with a 
steel frame composed of a network of 
braces. Its structural detail and tiie 
towers which support it look not unlike 
tiie Ferris wheel. The great difference 
is that, Instead of having cars suspend¬ 
ed between the tiie two outer rims, or 
the periphery of tiie wheel, this space 
is inclosed and laid with stout flooring, 
giving the whole theappearanoeofagi- 
gautic bicycle wheel with a broad, flat, 
tire. Upon this floor and in tiie inside 
of the wheel is a great trough with 
sides rising three feet above tiie bottom, 
and in this trough lire laid stout steel 
tracks. Cars rest upon these tracks, 
and the object of the invention is to 
cause these vehicles, filled with people, 
to be carried up a certain distance into 
the air by the wheel, then shot down 
the incline with a speed of tiie wind 
and up the other side by the force of 
the momentum. 

The wheel begins to revolve from left 
to right and the car is carried up about 
seventy feet to a point one-third tiie 
distance from the bottom to tiie top of 
the wheel. The car is gripped to the 
tracks with lateral arms, spreading out 
on each side, and clamping themselves 
tightly to tiie tracks and trough by tiie 
turning of a lever in the hands of a 
motorman. When the ears have reach¬ 
ed the height of seventy feet the motor- 
man releases the lateral arms and the 
vehicle shoots down tiie incline at a ter¬ 
rific rate of speed and up the other side, 
the wheel stopping during tiie descent. 
There is a pond of water in tiie inside 
troughs, which flows around at tiie low¬ 
est level it can find and is consequently 
always at the bottom of the wheel. As 
the boat-like vehicle descends it dashes 
through the water, reproducing the sen¬ 
sation experienced in “shooting the 
chutes” and surrounding the people 
with a shower of spray, which does not 
wet them, because it is hurled away 
from the ear.

No one ventures even so 
far as the Jordan without an armed 
escort, for the road from Jerusalem to 
Jericho is as badly infested with 
thieves now as when the good Samari¬ 
tan went that way and picked up the 
luckless tourist who ventured to make 
the journey without an escort. Even 
now it sometimes happens that over¬ 
confident travelers come to grief, and 


a recent party met on their way a 


couple of English tourists who had fal¬ 
len among thieves who carried out the 
Scripture program almost to the letter, 
stripping them of their raiment, save 
a shirt apiece, and departing, leaving 
them unwounded, it is true, but half 
dead under the responsibility of get¬ 
ting back to town with no more cloth¬ 
ing than that left to them by the plun¬ 
derers. 

About half way between the Holy 
City and the Sen of the Dead the party 
stops for the night at the Monastery of j 
Mar Saba. It is a gloomy looking 
place, half fortress, half monastery, 
but it has abundant accommodations 
for the hundreds of pilgrims who flock 
from Jerusalem to the Jordan and 
back again. There Is no charge for 
food or lodging, but if anyone supposes 
that the monastery loses money by en¬ 
tertaining travelers, or that the Abbot 
lies awake nights worrying about 
where the support of the brethren is 
to come from, he Is greatly mistaken, 
for the clever Greek monks, while 
claiming to run a free boarding house 
for tramp pilgrims, have managed to 


lar means of offensive warfare, and, 
forming a line, advances on the 'hop- 
pier infested district.

At another is shown tin- 
tree which Zaccheus climbed to get 
alsive the heads of the crowd; at still 
another are a few scattered stones, 
stated to be those of tiie identical walls 
which fell at the blast of the Jewish 
trumpets. A cave in the side of a hill 
is stoutly affirmed to lie the veritable 
hole in the ground into which Ixit re¬ 
treated after the destruction of the 
cities of the plain, while beneath tiie 
waters of the sea a few hewn stoues, 
still in position, ns a wall, are supposed 
to mark the location of one of the 
doomed cities.

Indian Languages. 

“Like the buffalo, the Indian lan¬ 
guage will soon be lost forever,” ex¬ 
plained a gentleman, who, under the 
auspices of the Smithsonian, lias de¬ 
voted a number of years to the study 
and preservation of the Indian lan¬ 
guage. “It was thought that the In¬ 
dian language could be preserved by 
the aid of the phonograph and grapho- 
phone. and parties were sent out to 
many Indian tribes to have them talk 
into the apparatus and thus secure a 
record of tiie Indian tongue. 

“It was found, however, that but 
few Indians of the present day, and 
they were the older ones, could talk a 
pure tongue. More than one-half of 
the Indians now on the reservations, 
and this Is the case with all of the 
younger Indians, converse in English. 
It ia not good English, but it is the 


gllfih. I had the work of securing sonM 
Cherokee talk, and in doing so talked 
with a dozen or more leading Chero- ’ 
kees. 

“They admitted to me that they did 
not know one Cherokee who could • 
speak pure Cherokee. They said it wa» 
with the greatest difficulty that they 
could get the boys and girls to speak 
in their native tongue at all, or to learn , 
even the commonest words or phrases. 

I arranged with a half dozen Chero- 
kees, however, and secured their ser¬ 
vices to talk into the machines, and 
have thus got some pretty good Chero¬ 
kee, but I know that It is very imper¬ 
fect Indian language. 

“A few of the Sioux Indians talk pret¬ 
ty well, but it is a mixture. In less 
than twenty years I do not think there 
will be an Indian in this country who 
can talk his native tongue pure. Ax 
far as the Indian children are con¬ 
cerned, they use six English word* 
where they use one Indian word. The 
machines of the day will record the 
language if it is talked into them, but 
the difficulty is to get Indians who can 
talk with the necessary degiee of ac¬ 
curacy.”—Washington Star.

John Morgan Francis, editor of the 
Tray Times, was Minister to Greece in 
1871. Rufus King, editor of the Al¬ 
bany Journal, was Minister to Rome in 
1861. Carl Sehurz resigned as Minis¬ 
ter to Spain at the outbreak of the war 
In order to enter the United States 
army. Wliitelaw Reid was Minister to 
France lu 1889, and at tin* same time 
Charles Emory Smith, editor of the 
Philadelphia Press, was Minister to 
Russia, and Watson R. Sperry, who 
had been managing editor of the New 
York Evening Post, was Minister to 
Persia. John Russell Young was Min¬ 
ister to China in 1882, and James Wat¬ 
son Webb was Minister to Brazil in 
1861. 


HOME OF PRESIDENTS 


OFFICIAL RESIDENCE OF OUR 
CHIEF EXECUTIVES. 


Intereatinc Description of the Famous 
Hallding—The Kant, Bine. Green and 
Red Rooms — Mecca of Politicians 
Who Seek Office. 


The White House. 

Washington correspondence: 

There is no house in all the land to 
which the eyes of the American peo¬ 
ple turn with more interest than to the 
one which for almost a century lias 
been I he home of their Presidents - 
the White House a! Washington. 

When L’Enfant laid ou; tac plan of 
this beautiful city, it is evident that 
he had in mind the old Babylon of 
Scriptural magnificence. Jefferson, 
however, had procured abroad plans 
of foreign capitals—Paris, Marseilles, 
Milan, Versailles and others—and be¬ 
fore submitting his own he consulted

these, and from them he took the to¬ 
pography of Versailles, and then in- 
troduoed the broad transverse ave¬ 
nues, the circles, open squares and tri¬ 
angular reservations which resulted 
in producing tills city of “magnificent 
distances.” 

At the foot of one of these reserva¬ 
tions the White House stands. There 
are twenty acres In what is known as 
the President’s grounds, fronting on 
Pennsylvania avenue and directly fac¬ 
ing the lovely Lafayette square and 
running south to the Potomac river. 
The house was designed by the famous 
Architect Holmn, and was constructed 
under the personal supervision of 
George Washington. He officiated a t 
the Masonic ceremonies when the cor- 
uer stone was laid, and lie had the sat- 


woTen through them are hundreds of 
tiny varied colored electric lights, the 
whole presenting a picture which 
might grace the Arabian Nights. It 
was in this room, near the large east 
windows, that Nellie Grant’s marriage, 
which afterwards proved so unhappy, 
was solemnized. 

Leading from the East Room is the j 
Green Room, so named from the tint¬ 
ing which prevails In its furnishing 
aud decorations. On Its walls hangs | 
the picture of Mrs. Hayes, which was 
presented to the Government by the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union, 
because she was the first mistress of 
the White House who turned her wine 
glass upside down at the dinners given 
there, although since then Mrs. Cleve¬ 
land has done tin* same. The life-size 
painting of Mrs. Harrison nlso hangs! 
in tills room, and is one of the most ar- 
tistic pieces of work in the house. 

The next in this suite of state parlors 
is one about which a peculiar charm j 
attaches—the Blue Room. For It Is I 
here that the receiving party stand for' 
the official receptions, and It Is here 
that President and Mrs. Cleveland were 
married. It is in this room. too. where 
the diplomats. In their gorgeous attire. | 
await for the President to receive them 
first on New Year's Day. The room 
lias been the scene of a thousand and 
one other interesting events. In the 
illustration can be seen the “Golden 
Gate,” over which the eager public 
lean to catch n glimpse of tin* receiving 
party after haring passed through the 
rooms themselves; and beyond it Is a 
glimpse of the Tiffany screen. 

Opening off the Blue Is the Red 
Room; this wns Mrs. Cleveland’s fa¬ 
vorite of all of the downstairs rooms, 
and she gave It a more home-like air 
than any of the others possessed. She 
filled It with bric-a-brac, her own hooks 
aud so forth, and often here received 
her guests. Mrs. McKinley prefers the 
library above stairs, which is a delight¬ 
fully charming, sunshiny room, and 
the view front its south windows of the 
White lot, the Monument, Potomac 
and the blue hills of Virginia beyond 
cannot be surpassed for loveliness. 

Ou the walls of the lower floor hang 
pictures of all of the Presidents, as 
well as many of their wives. 

The state dining-room opens from 
the Red Room, and across the hall Is 
the smaller one used by the family, 
both handsome apartments and fur¬ 
nished In fine dining-room parapher¬ 
nalia. To the west of the house is the 
conservatory, and probably more rare 
exotics are grown there than within

| Isfaetion of walking through It with 
| Mrs. Washington after its completion, 
| a few weeks previous to his death. This 
building was burned by the British in 
1812, but rebuilt in 1815. With the ex¬ 
ception of Washington, it lias been the 
home of every President the United 
States inis had. Tile structure is built 
of sandstone painted white, and is se¬ 
verely plain in its exterior. It Is two 
stories high, with a basement, and Is 
of the Grecian style of architecture. 
On the north, which is the front side, 
is an imposing port eochere, and a 
grand portico supported by Ionic col¬ 
umns, while on the south is a semi-cir¬ 
cular colonnade. 

But If the exterior Is plain, the In¬ 
terior is sufficiently magnificent, to 
compensate for It. The heavy black 
walnut front doors, with their stained 
glass windows, open into a spacious 
corridor, the floor of which Is of mo¬ 
saics in different colored stone. In 
the rear, and separating it from the 
red corridor, Is the famous Tiffany 
screen, which Is one of tile most beauti¬ 
ful pieces of work of its kind in the 
world, and which wins designed and 
made by Louis Tiffany. An Idea of its 
cost may be obtained from the fact 
that at one of Mrs. Cleveland’s last 
receptions, In the crush of people, two 
of the small pieces of glass were 
broken out, and It cost $25 to have sim¬ 
ply the two replaced. It is in this cor¬ 
ridor that the Marine Band is stationed 
when playing for the President’s din¬ 
ners and receptions. 

The Kast Room. 

To the east of this corridor, and 
across the Hull which leads upstairs, Is 
the well-known East Room, so lilstorle 
in its associations, so filled with the 
memory of the great men who have 
trodden Its floor! It is finished in Gre¬ 
cian style, and the woodwork is deco¬ 
rated In white and gold. The celling 
Is divided into three panels, and from 
the center of each hang massive crys¬ 
tal chandeliers. On the walls are the 
painting of Washington (which Dolly 
Madison had cut from the frame car¬ 
ried from the White House when the 
British were at its very gates in 1812), 
and those of Martha Washington, Jef¬ 
ferson and Lincoln. Tills room is a 
marvel of beauty when it Is prepared 
for the official receptions. Then the 
window recesses are filled with tall 
palms, the mantles and mirror rests 
are banked with cut flowers, while 
from the chandeliers are hung ropes 
of dainty asparagus aud sniilux, and 


the same space elsewhere in the coun¬ 
try . 

The upper corridor Is used by the 
President's family as. a sitting-room, 
und off from it is the library and tin* 
five sleeping rooms, which make up the 
number that the limited space of the 
historic old mansion can spare for that 
purpose. The eastern part of the up¬ 
stairs Is given to offices; over the East 
Room Is the President’s private office, 
from which the carpet lias been worn 
almost threadbare by the feet of the 
many office-seekers since tin* 4lh of 
March, while leading out of it Is his 
secretary’s office, and beyond that the 
room In which the Cabinet meet. On 
the other side of the corridor are other 
offices, while tills corridor Is the wait¬ 
ing room for those who wish to see the 
President when lie Is busy. 


The First Teacups. 

Even after tea was Introduced into 
Europe and had come Into general use, 
.teacups were scarce, says the Jewelers’ 
Circular. At the same time coffee was 
introduced, blit, apart from Constanti¬ 
nople, the first coffee cups in Europe 
date back only as far as 1645 lu Venice, 
Ki59 in Paris, 1652 in Is union and 1694 
in Lelpslc. From the first, however, 
tin* conventional Oriental coffee cup, 
without stem or handle, was little used, 
and in Germany not at all. The Chi¬ 
nese teacup was used for tea, coffee 
and chocolate as well. Specimens of 
porcelain were undoubtedly introduced 
into Europe in the Middle Ages, yet not 
till tlie sixteenth century were cups lin- 
ported from China in any great quan¬ 
tities, and even then it was as articles 
of virtu. Most of those found their 
way back to China again, as collecting 
porcelain is a lasting fad there, and 
hLgli prices are paid for good speci¬ 
mens. The collection of Chinese porco-i 
lain, if only the genuine specimens are 
desired, requires immense study and 
knowledge, as the CMu***m> are skillful 
Imitators and put numerous falsifica¬ 
tions ou tlie market. 

Growth of Postal Service.

FIREPLACES OF SNOW. 


1 Winter Life in Northern I.iitltulcn 
Huh Some Singular Features. 

At the first glance snow does not 
look like a very promising material for 
a fireplace, and yet 1 think I am not 
mistaken in saying that every winter 
there are hundreds of tires hut It in fire¬ 
places made of this substance, says a 
writer In Llpplncott's Magazine. This 
is less surprising when we stop to 
think that lu the part of America where 
this is done the temperature outdoors 
during the winter months seldom rises 
ns high as zero and frequently tails as 
low as 40 or 50 degrees below. 

About the end of January, or when 
the sun again appears above tlie hori¬ 
zon, many families at tlie two Eskimo 
villages near I’oint Burrow, In Alaska, 
leave their winter houses and travel 
inland seventy-live or loo miles to hunt 
reindeer along the upper waters of the 
I large rivers that flow into the Arctic 
ocean east of the Point. Here they en¬ 
camp in large, comfortable snow 
houses, usually dug out in a solid snow¬ 
drift. Like ail Eskimo winter houses, 
these arc entered by means of a long, 
low tunnel, aud opening out of one 
side of tills tunnel there is a fireplace 
built of snow slabs. 

I never bad a chance to go out to the 
rivers with the deer hunters, but one 
winter there was a snow fireplace built 
in the Cape Smyth village, near our 
station. i,. ^ 

A young man and his wife moved 
down from Point Barrow after winter 
had set In, and, as there was no accom¬ 
modation for them In any of the per¬ 
manent wooden houses, they built 
themselves a small hut from blocks of 
snow and roofed it over with sailcloth. 
I made them a visit one afternoon and 
found the house pretty cold and un¬ 
comfortable, in spite of the large stone 
lamx> that was burning nil tin* time. 
The entrance tunnel was about ten feet 
long; at the left hand as you entered, 
nnd close to the door, was the fireplace. 
This was about two and a lialf feet 
square and neatly built of slabs of 
snow, with a smoke hole at the top 
and a stick across at the proper height 
to hang a pot on. When the first fire 
Is built In such a fireplace, there is con- 
sidernble melting of the snow, hut as 
soon as the fire is allowed to go out 
this freezes to a herd glaze of ice, 
which afterward melts only a very lit¬ 
tle. These fireplaces are used only for 
cooking, as the Eskimos rely wholly on 
the oil lamps for warming the dwell* 
lug._ 

Itoady for Business.
